■^He Author of this recent Hiftory, an adtive Dutch Minifter, 
having hved many years in the Ea[i^lndies, efpecially in 
Ceylon^ hath taken great pains to give an account not only of the 
late Civil Tranfadions of his Country-men and others in thofe 
parts (of moil of which he liath been an Eywitnefs 3 ) but alfo 
of many of the Obfeivables in N atur al ^^nd Moral \\\\\)g% in the 
lame Countries- 
Being mindful of what belongs to our defign in thefe Trads, 
we fhall but tranfiently touch, that in this Defcription are con- 
tained the Negotiations^ Treatifes, and ways of Trade of the 
Dutch there^ both with the Indians and Europeans 5 together with 
many relations of what hath of late paffed there^ between the 
Dutch^ Englijh, Portuguefes<^Mores^ f^c. andof theacquefts,which 
the Hollanders have there made in Landsj Towns and Strong pla* 
ces J all whichj and many others, are here reprefcnted in very 
fair Cuts j fuch as are the Maps of the Coafts of Malabar and Coro- 
mandel, and of the Ifland of f^y^/a > and the particular Cuts of -/^- 
madavat ^ 2^raUe , Bombaja , Goa ^ Cranganor^ C^uchm, CeuUngy 
Tutecerm^ 7>iegnaUatan, PaUacattay Ma/ulipatan ^ znd the reprc- 
fentations of the principal Forts of €ej/len^ as Batecalo^ Gale^ Co- 
lumho (the long and difficult fiege whereof, together with its be- 
ing taken by the Dutch from the Portugmfes is here very largely 
defcribed,) JSegumbo, Manaar Cafniall Ifle belonging to dylon) 
as alfo that confiderable pcn-infule, Jafnapatnam, lying within the 
fame Ceylon i and may other lefs confiderable places. 

But, to cometo theN^^i^ra/ObfcrvationS) our Author taketh 
notice of the following particulars ; fcattered up and down in this 
Volume. 

1. That in the Haven of Suratte^ (being about 22 deg* Nor-

This water is let out into another Ciftcrn, and there left a whole 
night ; after which, two men^ flandingin the Tank^ mufl labour 
with the armS| as if they were churning of Butter ^ till the water 
thickens 5 the fubftance of the Indigo being fallen to the bottom** 
which is then taken out, and being fearfed through a fine Clotht is 
thinly fprcad and laid in the Sun to dry ; which maketh the fine 
Indigo. The fecond year ^ it grows up and is cat again, being^at feaft, 
as good as the Gyngy or wild W/g<?; And,if you will have the Seed 
of Indigo, the ftalks of it muft be left to dry this time in the field^' 
and then cut^ and the Seed gathered, the third y^^r , it is com- 
monly of littleforcc^aQdisufcd by the lole iV^/iW/ for colora- 
tion • no Strangers caring for it : ^^.170. 

17. That the principal marks of good Indig$ are, drynefsjight- 
iiefs, and fwimming on water^ yielding a high Violet-colour, and 
when put upon hve coals^ giving a Violet fmoak, and leaving but

Indigo^ bccaufe he will then find, that in eight days time he loofes 
5 pound in lo j that the fame is to try it in a cleer Sun^fliine , by 
breaking feme lumps in pieces , and viewing them well , whether 
he can obfervs anything in thera that gliftens^ which if he 
does, he may be fure, that there is fand in it , with which it hath 
been fophifticated^ to incvcoiiz and gain by the weights But for 
the greater aflbrance of thegoodnels oilnd't^o^ pafs the nail of 
your thumb over the broken pieces, and it will be of a Violet- 
colour^ if it begood, add the higher that colour^ the better the 
hidigo 5 pAy2.
